We were 
flying a B29 whose speed was 200 MPH and at 4 nressure altitudes of 25,C0C'. 
Our course was 270 ‘legrees, Cur position at the tine of incident was 34 
degrees, 30 minutes North; 121 degrees 30 minutes West which is 60 ales 
west of joint Conception, California. The object Virst appeared due south 
of us and was travelling N... at an altitude of less tnan 25,C00'. 

I, as Radar Chserver, personnally witnes-ed this return as did the
